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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS filed 
6/7/04 does not affect the allowability of the claims. 

The examiner confirms review of documents that state US Patent 5,485,019 
teaches "pure" Al, and documents that show that Intel processors have Al with the 
recited impurity ranges and rebuttal documents stating that the tests used on the Intel 
processors where improperly performed. 

Regarding US Patent 5,485,019, the word "pure" is a relative term. A skilled 
artisan understands that this does not mean that there are no impurities. It just means 
that the impurities are minimized. One cannot determine to what level the impurities are 
minimized in this patent. 

With respect to the Intel processors, the examiner notes that the documents 
discussing the properties of the Intel processor are inadmissible as prior art because 
they were not publicly available at the time of the invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
